sufered 


most from the drought. 


Soybeans should be substituted for 


corn on land that is known to be 
poorly adapted to corn. 
Soybeans 


have n wide soil adaptation and will 
thrive on any land adapted to either 
cotton or corn and will stand drought 
better than corn. 


• Soybeans are especially well adapt- 
ed to cotton farms. The crop will 
thrive on soils which arc not adapt- 
ed to growing 'alfalfa, and is valuable 
for hay, pasture, seed, or green ma- 
nuring purposes. 


As a haj> crop soybeans fill a great 


need on cotton farms where alfalfa 
is not adapted, and where too much 
dependence is placed on grass hay, 
which is inferior to soybean hay. As 


supplementary pasture crop it fills 


a need when the permanent pasture 
is short in summer or fall. 


The crop is also adapted to plant- 


ing with corn, in which case it may
